d. Twelve member governing board and will exist until the 
commission becomes a standalone entity. 

e. Commission has authority to promulgate rules and regulations; 
must be adopted no later than 120 days after the effective date 
(emergency clause included). 

f. OSDH must initially develop the commission with it becoming a 
standalone commission outside of the department by July 1, 
2019, or in the event that the federal government assumes 
control of the department. 

g. The department will provide space, staffing and support to the 
commission while it is housed within the department. 

h. A Commissioner will be appointed by the Governor, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, once it becomes a standalone 
entity. The Commissioner will have the authority to promulgate 
and rules and regulations for the program.
